The charac- 
ter of the victory is so vague and indefinite 
that it cau reflect but little credit in that 
direction. lt is true that Hazen originally 
owed his appointment to Senator Cameron,

Hazen turned out to be one of the most effi- 
cient mien in the postofiice department, and at 
his retirement he recelved a letter of indorse- 
ment from Postmaster-General Vilas. Cam- 
eron’s Jast indorsement of Hazen was so mild 
and indifferent tiat it could not have im- 
pressed either the postmaster-general or the 
president. Neitherof the Pennsylvania senatcrs 
exhibited any overwhelming desire ,to land 
him, and his appointinent was due to cther 
considerations entirely. Tho new third assis- 
tant postmaster-gencral is thoroughly familiar 
with the operations of the department, and 
his abilities have been recognized by preced- 
ing administrations. It is absolutely necessary 
to have one of the postmaster-generals familiar 
with the office, and capable of transacting its 
business. No department under the govern- 
ment is so easily deranged, and in the event of 
deraigement is promptly discussed by the 
public.

ANOTHER OVFICER KIILED BY THE 
BARNETT CROWD. 


MARSHAL MOODY IS ASSASSINATED. 


Hearing That One of dhe Desperadoces Was 
Within Fieach, the Marshal and 
Posse Went for Him. 


Fort Smirn, Ark., March 18.—[Special.}— 
William Berryhili and Wiiliam Brunner, who 
killed Deputy United States Marshal Moody 
on Friday last, ten miles from Tulsa, Creek 
Nation, were lodged in the United States jail 
by Deputy Marshal Dalton, who was-Dadly 
wounded in the arm about the,same time 
Meody was killed. The circumetances of tho 
deplorable affair are substantially as follows: 
Moody was sent tothe Creek country several 
weeks agoto assistin the capture of the re- 
maining members of the Wesly Barnett gang, 
Who have for months past been creating @ 
reign of terror in that country, having previ- 
ously killed three United States officers. Bar- 
ne.t was killed afew weeks ago and five others 
are here in jail. Friday morning Moody, who 
was at Tulsa, got word that Jeff Berryhill, 
one of the gang, was at his father’s house, ten 
miles from Tulsa. He and Deputy Dalton, 
with aposse of three men, went out to arrest 
hin. Moody knew the outlaws were always 
on the outlook and would escape unless taken 
by surprise. His plan was to charge the house 
as soon as they came in sight, and accordingly 
ran up at fullspeed. Moody was in advance 
and rode right up tothe dvor of the shanty 
when he was 

SHOT WITHOUT A WARNING 
from the inside, the ball from a Winchester 
rifle going through the lower edge of his heart, 
He dismounted, and, walking about twenty 
steps, lay down on- a little embankment, gun 
in hand, asif to fire if any one showed up 
from the house. In the meantime the com- 
panions were firing into the house at random, 
and those inside were shooting out at them, 
keeping them so busy they did not discover 
that Moody was wounded until Dalton was 
shot, when they called to Moody, who did not 
answer, and it was discovered he was dying. 
Ile was past speaking when his companions 
gottohim. The ofilcers held the house and 
forced the inmates to surrender by threatening 
to burn it down. when it was discovered that 
Jeff Berryhill was not there, and that the men 
who did tie killing were old man Berryhill 
and Wiliiam Bruner, the laiter being a mem- 
ber of the Barnett gang. Why old man Berry- 
hill should fire on the officers is a mystery, as 
they were not after him, and were not ex- 
pecting tofind Brunerthere. Moody was a 
brave and efticient ofticer, and 
HAS HAD SEVERAL NARROW ESCAPES. 

He was with Deputy,Marshal Stcckery when 
that daring young officer was killed, and killed 
the man that murdered him on the spot, The 
same man that shot Stockery kiiled Frank 
Dalton, a brothertothe man who was with 
Moody last Friday. This makes eighteen 
deputy marshals who have been killed in the 
Indian country during the past three years. 
The body of Moody was buried at Tulsa by his 
colrades. 

SHOT THROUGHIA CHINK, 


A Cold-Blooded Assassination in Wilson 
County Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 18.—[Special.] — 
News has just been received here of a cold- 

looded assassination in the thinly settled 
portion of Wilson county. Joseph Kakes, 
who iives ina log cabin near Statesville, was 
shot and killed while sitting at his fireside by 
some one who made a hole in the wall by re- 
moving the chinking between two logs, and 
death was instantaneous. There were only 
three members of the Rakes family present, 
Joseph and his aged mother and demented 
sister. The latter wenttoa neighbor’s house 
and toid of the occurrance, but she was not 
believed. She madea second trip with the 
same result, and these two women were com- 
pelled to remain aie all night. Two men 
named Eiutchinson, fatlrer and son, are sus- 
pected of the crime. They had a difticulty 
recently, and Rakes had sworn out warrants 
for their arrest. They had made threat 
against Rakes, and have been arrested and 
committed to jail without bond. 

A Lad Man to Tackle. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., March 18.—Cons‘able 
Harnishfeger went out to Garvanza village 
yesterday to arrest an old man named B. 
Sprague, for beating his little girl. Sprague 
shot Harnishfeger threugh the head, inflict- 
ing aimortal wound and then opened fire on 
Deputies McCutcheon and Jones, who had 
accompanied the constable. The deputies re- 
turned to the city and gavethealarm. Sev- 
eral parties then started out to capture 
Sprague. One party overtook him between 
South Pasadena and Allambra. Sprague 
turned on them and fired shot after shot at 
them from his revolver. The pursuers replied 
with several volleys. Finally, Hl. W. Patton, 
registrar of the jand office, succeeded in head- 
ing off the fugitive, and called upon him to 
surrender. Sprague replied by tiring two 
shotsat Patton, both of which missed. Pat- 
ton then shot Sprague through the abdomen 
with a rifle, inflicting a fatal wound. 
Sprague is thought to have been insane.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 15.—The experts ap- 
pointed by the county commissioners to ex- 
amine into the shortage of John E. Sullivan- 
the absconding county clerk, have so far pro- 
gressed in their work that the shortage in 
trust fundsis known to be about $35,000. In 
addition tothis there is $15,000 secured by 
fraudulent representation from the county 
treasury, making the agvregate stealings from 
the county $50,000, It is believed that the 
bulk of this money was taken to Canada. The 
indictment of Gaper, and his connection with 
Sullivan, led to the belief that there wasa 
greater shortage inthe hospital funds than 
the 35,000 Known to have been lost,

Paris, March 18.—At 1 p. m., Comptoir 
DesCompte shares were quoted at 165 frances, 
Societe Des Meteaut shares at 75 francs and 
Rio Tinto shares at 303 francs 75 centimes. At 
the close Comptoir DesCompte shares were 
160 francs, Societe DesMetaux 26 francs, 25 
centimes and Lio Tinto 206 frances 25 cen- 
imes. Bourse was generally firm, especially 
for rent and foreign securities. 

M. Michau, formerly president of the cham- 
ber of commerce, has been appointed liquidator 
of the Comptour Descompte. A commission 
composed of Hottinguer, Sautter. Andrae, 
Soubeyran and Bosch has been nominated to 
compile statutes of the new Comptour 
National D’Escompte, the president of which 
will be either M. D’Enormandie, Hottinguer 
or Germary. Nothing is said about the privi- 
lege of priority. 

At 3 p. m., Comptoir Descompte shares 
were quoted at 160 francs and Societe des Me- 
taux shares at 47 franes 50 centimes, and Rio 
Tintos at 292 franes 50 centimes. It is ex- 
pected that negotiations will be concluded this 
evening for an advance to the Comptoir 
Descom pte of$40,000,000 frances, of which sum 
the Bank -of France will advance 20,000,000 
francs without having a prior claim as in case 
of the first loan ;*the Kothschild andJSyndicate 
chamber 3,000,000 francs each, and other finan- 
cial houses the balance. A total of 140,000,000 
francs will be advanced on condition of the 
transference of the entire paid up capital of 
the Comptoir Descompte. 

The Panama Canal company announces that 
a further extension of provisional contract has 
been arranged with the contractors which 
secures the maintenance of the works and ma- 
terial. The official liquidation does not despair 
of forming a new company. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The stock exchange 
openedfirm today, but prices became irreguler 
this afternoon, owing to various rumors respec- 
ing the Societe DesMetaux and Comptoir Des 
Compte. Rumorsofa run on the bank of 
France was quickly denied and all markets 
showed a little tendency at the close.

GOLD IN GEORGIA. 


The Mines and Miners of the Past and Pres- 
ent. 

DAHLONEGA, Ga., March 18.—Special—The 
great bulk of gold extracted from hills around 
about Dahlonega is done by companies incor 
porated, some in Georgia and others in New 
York for the purpose of gold mining. The 
stockholders in these companies are for the 
greater part northern capitalists... Before the 
war a good deal of this capital had been in- 
vested here, and the companies rapidly took 
the places of the old time wwiner,who with long. 
tom and shovel had worked his way to fortune 
ortoruin. Ever since the days of the intrue 
sion, a great many of the old works which had 
been operated by the old miners in theig 
crude way were worked over again and 

MADE TO PAY HANDSOME PROFITS. 

At this time the celebrated Professor Wil- 
liam P. Blake visited the county. Below are 
a few extracts from his published reports. 

“The portion of the guld belt ot Georgia to which 
my attention was directed is in Lumpkin county 
and in the vicinity of Dahlonega. This place was 
early selected as the most central point for a settle. 
ment in the gould region, the richest mines being 
tound in its immediate vicinity. * * * * Dur. 
ing the progress of these examinations many trials 
of th: earth were made by panning. The samples 
were taken from various points, and gold was found 
in every instance, without exception. The whole 
soil and earth of the region is so impregnated witht 
gold that it would be difficult to obtain a panful 
without one ormore particles. * * * * Through 
all this tract there is a remarkable belt of decom- 
posed slate, which seems to be permeated with gold 
for almost any shovelful of the deeayed rock wilh 
show numerous particles when washed.”’ 

Professor Blake was followed by Dr. Chas 
T. Jackson, a distinguished geologist of Massa- 
chusetts, whose testimony waseven stronger, 
and he was in turn followed by various other 
experts. ad 

GOLD MINING STIMULATED. 

These served to immensely stimulate the ine 
terest of gold mining and several companies 
were organized. They had hardly begun op- 
erations before the war broke out, and the 
beginning of hostilities was the sign 
for a cessation of all mining operations, 
When the war closed some of the companies 
returned here; others let their property go 
down and abandoned their hotdings.

Thus, out of ascheme which had so utterly 
failed that the sheriff sold it out undef execu- 
tion, Mr. Barlow, by proper and economical 
management, has realized large sums of 
money.

Bleckley, C. J.—I, counsel, being marked 
upon the docket for the defendants at the ap- 
pearance term, the case is considered as an- 
swered, and the plea of the general issue 
filed. Such plea is amendable at a subsequent 
term by a plea in behalf of one of the defen d- 
auts denying the existence of the alleged part- 
nership as to him. 

2. The evidence of a subseribing witness to 
a mortgage, based on an examination of the 
record of such mortgage, and tending to prove 
that a copy of the instrument annexed to his 
interrogatories corresponds with the record, is 
not admissible as against the mortgages, with- 
out first accounting for the original. Nor is it 
admissible to establish an alleged partnership 
consisting of three persons, when the partner- 
ship which the copy describes consisted of two 
of these ondy. 

3. If a witness testified to the correctness of 
an account annexed to his interrogatories, and 
no account is annexed as to the same or to his 
answers as they appear in this court, there can 
be no reversal here of a judgment exclgsing 
his evidence.

SINGULAR RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


A Narrow Escape—The Gossip of Railroad 
Men, 

ALBANY, Ga., March 18.—[Special.|—Some 
singular railroad accidents have recently bap- 
pened down this way. A car belonging to a 
freight train broke an axle and the cars behind 
it running into it knocked it so sud- 
denly on end that a brakeman 
upon the top of it was sent spinning over the 
telegraph wire like a hot shot out of a shovel. 

In a similar accident over, Little river, two 
carloads of corn were emptied into the water 
beneath the trestle whereupon the accident 
occurred. 

A conductor on the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railway, as the train reached Harda- 
way, heard the engineer blow a signal to stop 
the train.

IMPROVEMENT IN MILLEDGEVILLE. 


New Buildings Going Up—The Cotton Seed 
Oil Millto be Revived. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 18.—[Special. ] 
Mr. G. T. Whilden, of this city, has bought 
the lot that belonged to Peter O’ Nealon West 
Boundary street, and is erecting six handsome 
cottage residences for rent at a cost of $10,000. 
Mr. Whilden has erected a large number 
of houses for rent within the past year, and 
finds that the demand is a great deal larger 


than the supply. 


Mr. W. D. Caraker is pushing work forward 
on hishome on South Wayne street, and it 
will be ready for occupancy in a few days.

The colored people are taking an active part 
in the building boom, and are building alto- 
gether about twenty homes for themselves in 
different parts of the city. The loans of the 
new building and loan association are drawn 
monthly, and put in buildings. Work on 
the ice factory is progressing rapidly, and the 
building will be completed and the plant in 
order very soon after the first of April. 

The merchants milling company, a new 
establishment here, is in runninggorder, and is 
doing a great business in flour, meal, etc. 

The “Oconee house’’ is being thoroughly 
renovated from top to bottom. The capacity of 
the hotel will be made larger, the roof raised 
and another story added. Waterworks and 
other modern improvements will be placed in 
the hotel, and it will be plastered and painted 
throughout. When completed it will be one 
of the handsomest hotels in the state. 

There bas been considerable talk recently 
about the oil mill and it is very probable that 
tho mill will be established before the next 
cotton crop. The Cotton Trust company 
scared off the projectors of this enterprise some 
time ago by buying land in the city under the 
alleged intention of building a mill; but since 
the citizens have come tothe conclusion that 
the trust people were working the bluff racket, 
they are preparing to build the mill themselves. 
The fact is, Milledgeville can not afford to see 
a half million bushels of cotton seed carried off 
and brought back in thousands of tons of fer- 
tilizers without deriving some profit froin it, 
and the citizens will arrange to keep this 
money at hoine.

Cherokee County Mines Appearto Be In 


Demand. 

Canton, Ga., March 18.—[{Special.]—The 
James D. McClay is running on good ore on 
the Tip Wright mine. Captain McClay is 
pressing the work as fast as anew enterprise 
of that kind will admit. The erection and 
success of that mill has stimulated the owners 
of other mines in that neighborhood, and new 
developments are being made that will put 
that to the world as the principal mining dis- 
trict in Cherokee.

when it says that the people of Atlanta 
stand together, and that this is nota waiting 
age. This is the working age, and a lot of 
willing workers in a community pulling to- 
gether can do almostanything. It was this 
policy that turned Terminus into Marthas- 
ville, and Marthasville into Atlanta.- No 
town, howeverrich in natural advantages 
it may be, can afford to wait for something 
to turn up—it must hustle and make things 
turn up!

Atlanta must move in the matter of rapid 
transit. 7 

Unless she does she will find herself 
behind her more active sisters, which, rec- 
ognizing the great benefits to be derived 
from rapid city transit, are supplanting the 
old style horse-cars with electric motors 
or improved dummy service. 

Atlanta has out grown the day when the 
ordinary horse-car will meet the demands 
of her people for quick transportation from 
one part of the city to another, andthe 
sooner we recognize the fact that our street 
car service must be improved the better it 
will be for the city. 

Mavor Grant, of New York has made 
one of the most pronounted hits of his 
adininistration by calling attention of the 
city authorities to the fact that something 
wust be done to give the people of the me- 
tropolis the benefit of a better system of 
rapid transit. ‘It was thought when the 
elevated railroads were built in New York 
that the matter of city transportation was 
solved for all time to come in that city, but 
the demand is now almost as great for 
further improvement, as it was for a better 
system when New York had to depend on 
horse-cars. 

Mayor Glenn has a splendid opportunity, 
and decidedly more cause, to undertake a 
similiar work in Atlanta to that which 
Mayor Grant is doing in New York. Of 
course the city should have nothing 
to do with the operation of its 
street-car lines, but it is indirectly respon- 
sible to its citizens that they should be sup- 
plied with a service adequate to their de- 
mands, Ifexisting lines do not do the work 
required of them, others ought to be given 
the opportunity of doing it for them, and it 
appears that there ought to be some way for 
the city to invalidate a franchise which ob- 
structs the comfort and convenience of its 
people, and keeps out competition, which 
would have the effect of giving the people 
what they want. 

The success of the dummy lines built in 
this city, amdin other cities, shows what 
they can do towards metropolitan develop- 
ment, They widen the territory of a city, 
enhance the value of the property along 
their : lines, and above all, bring 
the suburbs of a city in convenient 
access to its center, thus benefitting both 
the people who live ata distance from the 
business portion of the city, as well as the 
business interests whose support depends 
to a great extent on the accessability and 
convenience offered to suburban patronage. 

We throw out this suggestion to Mayor 
Glenn, believing that a system of rapid 
transit, adequate to the demands which 
would be made on it, if properly conducted, 
would go far toward making Atlanta a city 
of 200,000 inhabitants in the next ten years 
-—a point which we must reach. 

What says the mayor, and the council, 
and the dummy line men, and the street car 
men—~and the people?

Its saleunder the 
terms that are offered will probably result 
in the permanent stoppage of the road at 
Fort Valley, and the loss to the stockhold- 
ers of the construction company of all, ora 
greater part, of the money they have in- 
vested. 

This is the situation. A meeting of the 
stockholders will be held to-night at the 
chamber of commerce at 7:30 to take ac- 
tion on the proposition to sell the road. If 
$550,000 of the bonds of the company—first 
mortgage six per cent, forty year bonds— 
can be placed within the next few days at 
sixty-two and a half cents on the dollar the 
road would be extended from Fort Valley to 
Thomasville, Brunswick or Savannah. 
Those who know best assert that the exten- 
sion even to the Americus, Preston and 
Lumpkin road, a distance of forty-two miles 
from Fort Valley, would make the bonds 
worth in open market from eighty to ninety 
cents, andthe extension to Thomasville, or 
Brunswick, would make them worth par. 

There is a road now being built from 
Dublin to Hawkinsville by Messrs. Ander- 
son and Wright and other mill owners, 
They declare their purpose to build from 
Hawkinsville to Fort Valley and thereby 
connect with an independent line to Atlanta. 
From Dublin a movement has already been 
made to build to Savannah and the chances 
are if our people will meet this crisis in the 
affairs of the Atlanta and Florida, and hold 
the property intact, that a few months will 
give us an independent line to Dublin, and 
shortly thereafter from Dublin to Savannah. 

With these facts before them the stock- 
holders will act advisedly tonight. If they 
do not take the bonds, or arrange for their 
sale the road will be sold, the stockholders 
will lose about $500,000 cash. and Fort 
Valley will remain the final terminus of the 
road. We have no appeal to make to busi- 
ness men on this proposition. It is the 
duty of each stockholder to come to the 
meeting tonight in an impartial spirit pre- 
pared to hear the whole situation discussed, 
and then to do what seems best under the 
circumstances. The terms of the bid which 
will be considered tonight provide for little 
more than the indebtedness of the road, 
and the expenditure of $150,000 in extend- 
ing the terminal facilities of the road as 
being now built. Let every stockholder at- 
tend the meeting tonight, and let them decide 
immediately what shall be done.

To the members of the general council: I have 
reason \o believe that many persons, who own no real 
esiate escape taxation on their pers nal property by 
failigtomake returns to the tax receiver of the 
city during the time required by law, and after 
the tax books are closed, by paying to the marshal 
Ouly a+treet tax and the cost oi issuing a fi fa. for it. 
Asi understand it, (he marshal gets the yemes of 
such persons from the city directory and notihes 
them to pay their strect tax which they can do by 

oing to his ¢ffive and taking his receipt forit. fi 
as. are issned against them by the clerk only for 
the street tax, but the tax receiver and Collector 
hes no record of their nimes and the only 
charve made against them in the clerk's 
office is the amout of the street tax 
and cost. Under the practice which exists 
in this city if the marshal were so disposed, he 
could collect this street tax and the tax on personal 
property, it be required thei to pay If, without 
having « fifa issued by the clerk, and there would 
be no record anywhere by which the marshal could 
be held accountable for the amounts thus collected. 

While we have now an honest marshal in office, 

the e:'ty may notalways beso fortunate and some 

eheck should be provided as to the collection of 
these taxes, When the marshal has hunted up the 
defaulters who have failed to make their returns to 
the tax receiver, the marshal should have them re~ 
port tothe tax receiver, and makeths oaths re 
quired of the tax payors as [to their personal prop- 
erty, and then the clerk should issue the fifa for the 
amount of the taxes to be collected by the marshal. 

The marshal should not be allowed to collect 

money from the de‘auiters without a fifa issued by 

the clerk. and then the clerk's books would be a 

check upon the marshal’s books. 

I have drawn an ordinance to this effect, which I 
submit herewith. 

‘‘Now here is the ordinance,” he said. 

An ordinance rezulating the return and collection 
ot taxes from defaulters; Beit ordained by the 
mayor and general council. 

Segtion first. That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance it shall be the duty of the marshal 
beiore eeltling with them, to require all the defauit- 
ing tax pavers Whose names are not on the tax 
books to go to the office of the city tax receiver and 
collector and take the oath and make the returns 
required by law, and the tax receiver and eollector 
shall keep a digest to be known as ‘‘The Defaulter’s 
D gest’ in which sll such namesand the amounts 
returned by them sliall be recorded, and auy de- 
faulter failing to comply with this ordinance when 
thus required by the marshal shall be subject toa 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment 
not exc-eding twenty days upon conviction in the 
recorder s court. 

Section second. The marshal is prohibited from¢ 
settling with any defauiter before a fi fa is issued by 
the clerk ;

‘But she can do this. The city can take 
stock in the new company to the value of the 
present plant or so much asis used. Then by 
the charter we can issue a quarter of a million 
of bonds. These together might give us a 
controling interest in the works from the start. 
Then in fifieen years we can purchase the 
works.’ 

‘I don’t want to differ with my committee,”’ 
said Mr. Hutchison, ‘‘but I think we could re- 
ceive the bids as suggested without any hurt. 
We are not compelled to sell the works. 
Once I yoted against the sale—that was two 
years ago, and I might do it again if it came 
up. Thereis no sentiment about this matter 
any more, we want water just os chéap as we 
can get it.’’ 

‘Before this committee made this adverse 
report,’”’ said Mr. Howell, “we made a careful 
investigation of the supply and demand. 
There has never been a demand for an extra 
supply of water, and, relying upon what the 
water board says about the quantity, I am sat- 
isfied that we won’t need an additional supply 
or new works in five years. Then, why adver- 
tise to the world that we need a thing we 
can’t use? When it is necessary to have 
waterworks I will be one of the first to advo- 
cate it. I will never votea dollar to any cor- 
poration for its good, because we would never 

getthesame advantageas if we owned the 
works. if any gentlemen here can show me 
that a single demand has been made for water 
which the bodrd has not met, then I will 
vive in.”’ 

“Atlanta is paving seventeen cents a thou- 
sand gallons for water,’’ said Mr. Amorous, 
“while other citios where these private com- 
panies are pay only seven cents.’ 

‘*‘I move as a substitute that we agree tothe 
report,’’ said Mr. Haas. 

“TIT move to table the substitute,’”’ said Mr. 
Howell. 

On the motion to disagree, the ayes and nays 
were asked for and were: 

Ayes—Haas, Middlebrooks, Hutchison, Mo- 
ran, Meador, Woodward, Morris, McLendon, 
Kontz, Amorous, Inman—11. 

Nays—Mecaslin, Howell, Hirsch, Robbins, 
Thom pson—5. 

Mr. Kontz introduced a resolution author- 
izing two policemen for Grant park, witha 
salary of $45a month, to be paid out of the 
contingent fund. 

‘And why out of the contingent fund?’ 
asked Mayor Glenn. ‘“*‘Why not out of the 
police fund ?”’ 

‘‘T am opposed to paying it out of the cont'n- 
gent fund,’’ said Mr. Haas. 

“The police commissioners should take 
charge of that matter,’’ said Mr. Moran. ‘“‘I 
ain not in favor of aiding them directly or in- 
directly. Let them take charge of the patrol 
work at the park, and if outlaws carry the day 
there, itis the commission’s fault and not 
ours.”’ 

“Tho police commission can’t do every- 
thing,’”’ said Mr. Meador; ‘‘and just here I'd 
like tosay that the committee is ready to 
report on the matter referred.” 

The committee recommended the adoption 
of the plan proposed, except as to the pay of 
the captains. This they put at $85 a mon‘h.

Whereas, The Merchant’s bank is also a state de- 
pository, the state baviig alien on ‘its assets to the 
extent of the state’s deposit, and, 

Whereas, By the last published statement by the 
Merchant’s bank, on or about the first of January, 
1589, the state’s deposit was $505,329 64, and, 

Whereas, The city treasurerof Atlanta deposits 
the city’s money with said Merchant’s bank, and 
hal on deposit on the first day of January, last, 
$249,443.15, these two sums amounting to $704,772.79, 


and, 

Whereas, The whole deposit in said bank 
at that time was $1291,82841. Dedueting these 
two deposits from their whole deposits leayes the 
sum of $536,555.62, therefore be it 

Resolved, That a due regard to the city’s interest, 
in view of her former losses by a bank similarly 
situated, requires that the treasurer should deposit 
with some other bank that has an individual liabil- 
ity clause in its eharter and no mortgage on its 
assets, the Merchants bank being the only bank in 
tnis city that has no such individual liability clause 
in its charter, and being the only one that has such 
morigave on its assets to the state. 

“The city is entitled to the best security to 
be had,’’ said the gentleman as the paper was 
read. ‘‘Now, according to the last report of 
the Merchants’ bank a deposit of almost $250,- 
000 was buried under a state deposit of a half 
million. Iask that the resolution be referred 
tothe finance committee for an investiga- 
tion of the allegations therein made. And 
if they are found to be true I[ shall insist that 
we seek a security equal to that of the state or 
any prefered dcpositor. A commercial crisis

Major W. H. Smythe, receiver, yesterday 
morning sold the McCombs, Taylor & Co. 
plant, known as the Atlanta Machine works, 
to Mr. John Carey, ofthe Globe works, on 
Marietta street. 

The price paid was $19,000 in cash. 

The plant is situated on the Georgia road, 
near King street. McCombs, Taylor & Co. 
were the former proprietors of the works, but 
about a yearago a receiver was appointed, 
and the shops have since remained idle. 

Mr. Carey has associated with him in the 
purchase Mr. Albert Steiner, Louis H. Beck, 
William A. Gregg and Fred A. Vauhan. 

After putting the works in perfect condition 
and getting everything in running order these 
gentlemen will form a stock company, with 
Mr. Carey as general manager. They expect 
to begin work in about a week or ten days, and 
already have had quite a number of inquiries 


‘from parties who desire to place work with 


them. Theshops will employ between one 
hundred and fifty totwo hundred hands, and 
will make aspecialty of the manufacture of 
gold. mining tools and mining implements of 
every description, as well as engines and boil- 
ers. The company owns some special designs 
for mining tools, and will make their shops the 
best in the south for this ciass of work. 

The Atlanta Machine works is one of the 
oldest manufacturing establishments in the 
city. It was built just after the war by Mr. J. 
H. Porter, now president of the Merchante’ 
bank, who ran it very successfully for a num- 
ber of years He then sold out to Meakin, 
Taylor & Co., and Mr. Meakin was succeeded 
by Mr. McCombs. Since the receiver was ap- 
pointed, several efforts have been made to 
dispose of the plant, and at one timeit was 
offered at public outcry, but no bids were cb- 
tained.

A Poem by Major C. W. Hubner—An Interesting

St. Patrick’s day. 

The anniversary was appropriately celebrat- 
ed yesterday by resident Irish-Americans. 

The day was perfect, and it has been many 
@ year since Irishmen assembled in prouder 
and more hopeful spirit to’®elebrate St. Pat- 
rick’s day. 

At the Irish-American hall, on Marietta 
street, last evening, a most interesting pro- 
gramme was presented. ‘The hil awas filled to 
overflowing with representative Irishmen and 
their families, and the evening was enjoyable 
throughout. 

The exercises were begun with singing, 
“The Harp that Once Thro’ Tara’s Hall,’ by 
the Cecilian club. 

Following this was an eloquent address by 
Dr. W.5. Armstrong. Referring briefly to 
the past of Ireland, the speaker proceeded to 
discuss the promising outlook of Irish affairs 
today, touching upon the vindication of Par- 
nel! and the reaction amongst the masses of 
English people, as shown by the recent elec- 
tions and ovations tendered Parnell and his 
Irish colleagues in parliament.
